Armand’s father convinces her to leave his 
son, so she tearfully steps aside. It tastes like a bonbon of high-grade whiskey 
inside expensive, bitter chocolate: sweet and glamorous, a little bitter, and 
melancholy.” 


Mito, who wanted to become an opera singer, would naturally have known 
about Camille. 


And that the heroine Marguerite was a courtesan. 


And if she had given herself the name “Camellia” because of that...what had 
been going through Mito’s mind when she did that?

It was like | was looking at myself, and | felt empty. 

Omi raised his face and looked at me with darkly sorrowful eyes. 

“Do you think Miu Inoue will write another book?” 

It was like I’d been stabbed in the heart. 

| would never write another novel. 

An author was the one thing | would absolutely never be.

“But that’s exactly why this story spills over with sadness and is so beautiful. 


“The gothic novel painted up in darkly decadent beauty transforms at the 
very, very end into a candid tale that makes your heart tremble through the 
truth the Phantom shows us— 


“It’s like a thick, rich foie gras that sticks to your tongue being washed away, 
purified, and elevated in an instant by a dainty glass filled with chilled Perrier.” 


The faint light of the moon shone palely on Tohko’s slender body and her 
small face.

Her face was determined, her eyes drooping, as if she were speaking to a 
phantom that was about to disappear.

“That’s how much the Phantom is loved, and he'll continue to be loved. That’s 
how much charm the Phantom and this story have. But y’know—” 


Tohko squeezed her hands into fists, her eyes drooped, and she shouted with 
power, “If you don’t read Phantom of the Opera to the very end, you wouldn’t 
know that!” 


Omi’s eyes widened at Tohko’s energy.

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“He must think I’m an awful person. It’s over. What am I gonna do?”; or 
managed to talk to him a little today, so that was really nice”; or “I’m thinking 
of baking cookies, but | don’t know what flavors boys like”; or “PII just try 
cutting back on the sugar overall...” They were minor things, and Yuka would 


always have fun talking to me about Nanase’s awkwardness. 


About how in middle school, Nanase regularly went to a library to see Inoue 
or how she’d hated boys until then, but she suddenly started acting like a girl 
and practiced drawing in her eyebrows with real dedication— 


“Nanase really is adorable, y’know. | hope her love comes true.” 
She would always say that at the end in a kind, dreamy tone of voice. 


Around that time, | was enrolled at Seijoh Academy and | was helping in the 
library just like Nanase, so | was able to observe her behavior up close. 


The real Nanase was even more beautiful than in her pictures, but she was a 
girl who pursed her lips and pouted, and at first glance she looked harsh. 


But | knew that was only bravado, so the childish blushing she let out when 
her guard fell or when she got frantic made my lips start to stretch into a 
smile despite myself, and it got me in trouble. | see.
